CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING FOR IMPORTS UNDER THE WEST GERMAN 
COMMODITY CREDIT OF DM 100 MILLION FOR 1974-75 

Section 1: General Conditions 

1 (ii). These conditions will be uniformly applicable to all importers in the private 
and public sectors including State) Governments, State Electricity Baordx, Hindustan 
Steel Limited, Bharat Heavy Electricals l imited, etc. for imports under the West German 
Commodity Credit of DM 100 million for 1974-75, 

1 (ii). The licence will bear the superscription “West German Commodity Credit of 
DM 100 million for 1974-75.” The licence Code for the first and second suffix will be 
“S/GN". These will also be repeated in the letter from the CCI&E forwarding the import 
licence. 
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1 (ili). 'Import licences issued on or after 1st April, 1974, only will be eligi h| p for 
financing under this credit., 

1 (iv). No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import licence, 
except bank charges which may be remitted through normal banking channels. Any 
payment towards Indian Agent’s Commission should be made in Indian Rupees to the 
agents in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the licence value and will, 
therefore, be charged to the licence. 

1 (v). The goods and related services to be procured under this import licence can be 
imported from the Federal Republic of Germany including the Land Berlin or any other 
country. The overseas supplier, is therefore free to procure material, etc, from ‘ft third 
country, if found necessary, for the execution of the contract. 

1 (vij. The minimum value for which an import licence can issue under this Credit 
is Rs. 50,000. For the purpose of arriving at the value in foreign exchange into which 
import commitments can be entered into by the licensee against this import licence the 
value of the import licence should be computed at the rate of exchange notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the Customs Act, 1962 and 
indicated in the import licence as per pftra 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 
dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by the Chief Controller of Imports & bxports. 

1 (vii). The import licence will be issued on CTF basis with an initial validity period 
of 12 months for completing the shipments and payments. Firm orders meaning thereby

3 (vi), When the request for the Issue of Letter of Authority (supported by Bank 
Guarantee where necessary) contemplated in para 3(i) above, is found to be in order, 
the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, will issue a Letter of Authority to the German Bank concerned (as in Annexure- 
IV) authorising payment upto the specified amount to the overseas suppliers on the basis 
of a special letter of credit to be opened by the importer’s bank in India. A copy of 
such authorisation will be sent to the Indian licensee. The original Letter of Authority 
'alongwith a copy thereof will be sent to the concerned Indian Bank authorised to open 
the letter of credit, asking it to transmit the original Letter of Authority to the German 
Bank concerned along with the Letter of Credit opened by it, (Such a direction will be 
given in the form attached as Annexure-III). No bank in India should provide facilties 
to the licensee for establishing a letter of Credit unless a Letter of Authority h'as been 
received by such Bank directly from the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, Jecvan Deep Building, 10, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. 


3. (vii) The Special Letter of Credit on the German Bank should be opened wlthirt 
thirty days from the date of issue of authorisation under intimation to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, Jecvan 
Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi.
